trade, owing to the over speculation of 
1881. This year suffers from some of 
the evils which seem uow to be always 
present, in one shape or another, to 
frustrate the hopes and plane of mere 
chante, suob as fluode, and the disturbed 
state of the affairs of Ohina and France, 
‘These things, with a want of money ot 
oredit, among the native banking and 
trading olasses, have seriously affected 
the volume of trade, ‘The Inet returna 
issued by the Customs—those for the 
quarter from July to September—do 
however afford some glimpses of ooms 
fort to the wearied foreigner, They 
may not be very bright, but in the day 
of small things they, such as they are, 
are not to be despised.

But it may be inferred that at n com- 
paratively uew port such as Ichang 
fresh outlets may be found, or may 
* discover themselves. It seems only 
reasouable to suppose that this should 
be the case, and if it is, we find in the 
tables of imports and re-exports compiled 
by the Commissioner at tliat port, some 
features which may be viewed with 
satisfaction. There was apparently no 
business iu imported articles transacted 
‘at the Customs for the first quarter of 
the year, For the secoud three months, 
full supplies of cotton goods were taken, 
and, though the quantities were not 
large, they show an increase of 25 per 
ont, on grey shirtings, 100 per cent, 
on ‘f-cloths, and more than that on 
chintzes. In the last quarter there 
is no uoticeable inorease in the import 
of cvttoti gods, but. ns many were taken 
‘ag in the previous three months. It is 
in woollen goods that the chief im- 
provement has tuken place, ‘The im- 
port of camlets rose from 920 pieces, 
the quantity received in the first quar. 
ter of 1882, to 3,870 pieces the 
same time of this year, aud in the third 
quarter the iuport this year was 4,040 
picoos as agniust 1,400, Lastings show 
are improved import of 7,800 pieces in 
all this year, Laving risen from 7,500 
to 15,300 pieces. Long ells have in- 
cronsed from under 4,600 pieces to 
over 8,500 pioves. Spanish atripes are 
1,100, piooes agninst 714 in 1882. A 
vory large increase is noticeable in the 
import of Russian cloth which hag been 
taken this season to the extent of over 
4,800 pieces, against 1,500 in the two 
quarters of Inst year, 
‘The distribution of these goods to 
other. markets has been by internal 
transit passes, and tho tables in the 
Report do not furnish as with farther 
information than tho quantities of each 
description of goods sent away. Ivhang 
kept extremely little of the quantities 
of either the colton or woollen goods 
which were imported in the Brat quar. 
tor of this year, Out of 100,000 pieces 
of grey shirtings only 2,000 pieces wore 
retained, of 20,000 pieces of ‘T-cloths 
ouly 600 pieces und of 8,910 pieces of 
Buglish drills all were forwarded on. 
In the quarter from July to September 
the sweep made has uot been so clean. 
‘Phe differences, for instance, between the 
importe aud the re-export by transit 
passos of grey shirlings was 13,000 
pieces, or about 20 per cont, Tho 
import of T-clothe during the quar- 
ter was small compared to that of 
former seasons, and out of 6,100 pieces 
800 wore kept inIchang. Only 320 
picces of Buglish duills out of the 
7,800 taken to the port were retained. 
Turning to woollens we find that of 
tho import of these from April to June 
only very trifling quantities were not 
sent away. Bat larger amounts were 
Tetained in the third quarter of this 
year. Thus, nearly a fourth of the 
4,000 pieces of camlets, 1,500 ont of 
the 7,700 pieces of Instings 900 of 












































the 4,100 pieces of long ells were 
ither band at the end of the 
quarter or hnd been taken for local con 
sumption. ‘The former is more likely 
to have been the onse, ‘Lhe only notice- 
able increase in the import of mis- 
cellaneous articles of trade is in dyer, 
which have this year risen from 20,000 
to 120,000 ‘bottles. Almost all these 
have been forwarded on to other places, 
The only metal imported is iron wire 
and that only in small quantities. 

The improvement in the trade of 
Ioliang may be due to temporary cnuses, 
or it may be that the Szechuen markets 
had been allowed to get bare of supplies. 
Bat whatever may have produced the 
increased dethand for fabrics, it is 
pleasaut to find one port where even a 
mall trade bas been flourishing. No 
‘doubt most of the imports were for- 
warded to Chung-king for distribution 
there to the markets in Szechuen, 
Should the Chinese, who, as we lately 
stated, have purcbased a steamer here 
to ply on the Upper Yangtsze, ran her to 
Chnng-king, the result cau scarcely fail 
to increase the trade with Szecbuen, It 
ily desirable that the exporiment of 
esiablishing steam communication with 
Chung-king should be tried without 
delay, for Freuch succes: Pongquin 
will bring about the opening of trade 
with the borders of Yunnan by way of 
the Red River, which in the opinion of 
some travellers may prove the route by 
which goods intended for part of the 
Szechnen markets will be carried, It

for Chinese at the American Episcopal 
Mission, Shanghai, commonly known as the 
St. Luke's Hospital. Dr, Boone, the Sup 
erintending Surgeon, states that upon a 
piece of land purchased by Mr. Lee Chi- 
ping and other Chinese gentlemen, a large, 
new, two-storeyed building containing two 
wards for the accommodation of patients, 
another building containing the consulting 
and operating rooms, and a third building, 
where patients cai be isolated, have been 
completed. The new buildings are in 
every way suitable for the accommodation 
and comfort of the patients ; and in addi 
tion the old buildings have beon repaired 
and put in thorongh order. Improvements 
have been introduced in the way of new 
irou bedsteads and bedding, new bath- 
rooms,and improved cooking arrangements; 
the new operating and consulting rooms 
have been very carefully fitted up with all 
the necessary’ appliances for the diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases, aud new 
ments and apparatus have be 
from home. While effecting all thoso im- 
provement, the managers of the hospital 
haye, through the liberality of Mr. Le 
ping, assisted by other Chinese gentlemen, 
beew ablo to keep out of debt. During 
the year, 21,009 patients were treated, 
among the number being forty-nine for- 
ciguors. ‘Twenty-eight deaths ocourred in 
the wards ; but some of theso patients were 
ina dying condition when admitted, aiid 
wore only received in order to. make their 
ast momenta more comfortable to them, 
‘Phe following out-stations under the ch 
of the Rev. Hoong Nioh Woo, aid tl 
were kept up during the 
Wan, San Zing Kur, Dat 
Dzang, Kia Ding, Nar Kong, Nan Ziang. 
1,317 peraons obtained relief. ‘Tho medical 
students have attended the hospital aud 
received clinical instruction to fit them for 
the proper discharse of their duties.

Prozanty the Inst thing the pious 
founders of our Settlement contem- 
plated when the gronnd was so care- 
fully “sot apart for the residence of 
foreigners” was that in leas than forty 
years 99 per cont, of the inhabitants 
would be Obiuese. Tho said pious 
founders, indeed, what in them lay 
to prevent such a consummation, by 
making it illegal for Chinese to own 
Jand within the limits of the Settlement. 
The actual result is a grim satire on 
their provision, aud shews the fatility 
of legislating against the natural drift 
of things. . Could the element of oupi- 
dity have been eliminated from the 
character of the settlers, then possibly 
the foreign area might Lave remained 
uncontuminated by Chinese houses ; but 
oupidity is as constant a quantity in 
human affairs as the law of gravitation 
is in physics, and a oonch-and-fonr, 
nay, @ obariot of fire, if necessary 
will bo driven through any arrange- 
ments that con possibly be made which 
do not make provision for the opora- 
tion of this law. It is idle now to 
Jamont that the Chinese were evei 
allowed to come into the Settlement, 
Here they are, and hore they will not 
only remain, but will increase in num. 
bers and importance until possibly the 
haudful of foreiguers Lave beew huddled 
on to the narrow margin of the Bund, 
aa a stop preliminary to their boing 
pushed into the Huaugpa altogether. 

But though it hes sfforded an ox- 
periment in the evolution of self- 
governmont under novel conditions in- 
toresting to peripatetic Governors and 

globe-trottors, it las been » serious 
detriment, to the sanitary purity of the 
Settlemont to have a hundred thousand 
people thrust in upon us, who are filthy 
in their habits personal aud domestic, 
onamoured of stinks, and bating pure 
air as a leading personage iv tho 
Christian mythology is supposed to 
hate holy water. ‘To sauitate such a 
population would be « hopeless tasl, 
wero it nob for this,—that they are a 
people eminently plastic in the hauds 
of 4 good administration, and passion. 
ately addicted to the payment of taxes. 
Tt is not their fault, but our ow: 
the Settlement is made insalabrious 
by their presence, for there is no 
kind of regulation they will not 
comply with if they are quietly, bat 
firmly, and with good reasons, ordered 
to do it, and there is uo amount of 
mouey they will not pay to auy person 
with @ show of authority who demands 
it, 8 our ancient tax.collectors used 
to discover to their uo small satisfac- 
tion. Ifthe most powerful subject in the 
Obiuese Enipire could be made to fire off 
his guns, or to cease firing, at the beck 
of a foreign constable, it is impossible 
to devy that the mass of the people 
would be as tractable as a flock of sheep. 
That the Sottlement has been made 
neodlessly unhealthy by the neglect of 
































sanitary arrangements goes 
saying, for the fact is too offensively 
obvious to any oue who walks about 
the streets, Some difficulties there are 
of a formal character in the way of the 
thorough sauitation of the settlement, 
bat they are all trifliug compared with 
the main dificalty,—the apathy of the 
commanity, An individaal here and 
there may be roused to momentary 
alarm by a bad fover-case in bis own 
house or next door, and porhaps ths 
denth of some promiuent resident from 
cholera may cause the whole commu- 
nity to bold its breath for a couple of 
minutes, or u particularly bad smell 
from tho corner of a neighbour's com. 
pound may turn the empty stomach of 
the careless passer-by aud force him 
to consider, if only for an instant, 
how his atmosphere is being poisoned, 
Presently, however, comes the copious

LITERATURE AS A POLITICAL POWER. 
Peruars the brightest but most evanes- 
ceut dream ever indulged in by the 
amiable Utopiaus of the nineteonth 
century was based upon tho Intor- 
national Exhibition of 1851. This 
wonderfal structure was, in their eyes, 
far more than a fairy-like palace of 
glass, enclosing within it a collection 
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of the precious things of all nations. 
It _was the embodiment of an Idea—the 
idea of universal pence; and it was the 
harbinger if not indeed the actual in- 
auguration of that happy time when 
men should beat their swords 
ploughshares and their spears 
praning-hooks. Many International 
Exhibitions have been held since then, 
but so far from the predictions of the 
Utopiaus being accomplished they have 
been held daring the intervals of ware 
as cruel and as disastrous as any that 
devastated the countries of the world 
before International Exhibitions were 
invented. It is clear that a friendly 
competition in the liberal arts is 
poworless, wo will not say to settle, 
but.to prevent, international strifo, and 
that as long as questions of boundary, of 
achemes of aggrandisement, or ambition 
in ils various forms, occupy tho minds 
of statesmen, so long will there be 
wars among the nations of the earth, 
Bat let party or patriotic fooling ran 
never so high, there will always be a 
section of the inhabitants in every 
couutry who take comparatively little 
interest in politics, and who are there- 
fore able to stretob a frieudly hand to 
those of their own stamp among the 
nation with whom their country isat war, 
even across the battle-field itself. We 
think it would not be difficult to multi- 
ply instances in which community of 
soutimentlins existed among tho subjeots 
of opposing nationalities throughout the 
bitterest and bloodiest strife. It is not 
only questions of high principle which 
plange conutries into war. Ln uot a 
fow. instatices the great question of 
perce or war hns beon decided by a 
comparatively trifling inoident—somo 
fancied slight to an awnbassador, the 
trigues of a Court, the whim of a royal 
mistress, In such onses it is impos- 
sible to look for enthusi 
feeling on the part of all the classes of 
cither of the contending states. In 
faot there are ties which overrule even 
the ties of country, and which caunot 
be severed or loosened simply because 
the Government of one country has quar. 
rolled with the Government of another. 
The more fact that vo war, probably, 
has ever been universally approved of 
by all the subjects of the Power which 
has declared war, is sufficieut to lend 
colour to this fact. M: of our own 
wars—those iu China and Afghanistan, 
for example—have been hotly and con- 
sistently condemued by muititudes of 
Englishmen, just as the war in Tonquin 
is now beginning to be condemned by 
some of the Parties in France. Under 
such circumstances it would be impos- 
sible to expect au undivided feoling of 
animosity on the part of, eay, English- 
men, towards the Chineso or Afghans 
asa people. Perhaps national feeling 
has never run so high on either side 
as during the wars between France 
and England in 1815 aud France and 
Germany in 1871, Yet even under 
these abnormally strained —condi- 
tions there must have been au element 



































of strong friendship aud camaraderie | 





between sections of the population in 
all three countries. Indeed there are 
many considerations which rise sup- 
erior even to patriotism. The In- 
ternational Trades Uniou will occur to 
all as an instance in point. A mom- 
ber of this movement is, in theory 
at lenst, a workman first, an Eng- 
lishman, a German, or a Frenchwan 
afterwards, There are no more loyal 
subjects of the Queen than Jews; yet 
in the Jew’s own mind his uationality 
is an accident which must yield to the 
atronger claims of his race, should the 
two be brought into collision, The 
Catholic is, ns n fact, as loyal to Queen 
Victoria as the Protestant or the Jew; 
but in view of the doctrine be holds, 
that the Pope is the Vicar of Christ 
and the Queen a heretic, he would be 
bound to declare in favour of the former 
were interuational complications to arise, 
however indirectly, iu which bis stand- 
ing as a Catholic were, affected, And 
there is another element of brotherhood 
between the populations of Europe, as 
strong as any we Lave mentioned ; it is 
called the Republic of Letters. Every 
year that passes does something to 
bind together the citizens of this great 
commonwealth, in whatever part of the 
globo they may be found. ‘Take, as an 
inatance, the constant interchange of 
riticism which goes on betweou France 
and England, or between England and 
Germany. Think into how many Inn 
gunges the plays of Shakspenre have 
been translated. We have not heard 
of the establishment of a New Shnk- 
apeare Society in France, it is true, 
but that is perliaps because the French 
dread few things more than the risk 
of making themselves ridiculous, Nor 
there, as far as we have heard, any 
association formed in Paris for the 
worship and reverential study of Me. 
Browning. But itis none the less true 
that classical English poetry is deeply 
studied by some of the most eminent 
French critics of the day, and that son 
of the truest and fnost delicate ori 
cism of English art and scholarship 
has come from France, On the other 
hand it is one of the severest of French 
critics who has paid the magnificent 
compliment to English  criticisn 
“Dans la domaine poétique Vautorilé 
do Angleterre ne vant pas moins que 
Vantorité de la Gidce dans le domaine 
de sculpture,” and it is the fore- 
most classical English poet of the day 
who has acknowledged M. Victor Hugo 
‘as the greatest poet now alive, The 
works of Ernest Renan are at lenst as 
much read in England as they are in 
France; and it was Renan who, daring 
the Franco-Prussian war, when, as a 
recent writer has said, “nothing was 
heard ou either side but’ outrage and 
did justice to “the im- 
h urged Germany to assert 
,and her place among grent 
nations.” No writers have done more 
to bring about and to cousolidate this. 
harmonious feeling than such men as 
Taine, Montalembert, Carlyle, Goethe, 
and Ste. Benve, the first of whom opens

From Tientsin we henr that the defence 
of tho sonthorn frontier has been de- 
finitively committed to P'éug Yii-lin, 
Admiral of the Yang-tsze, General Wa 
of Corean reputation, and Admiral 
Yang. From Hankow we learn that 
an aide-de-oamp belonging to the staff 
of P'éog Yii-lin has arrived on board a 
Chinese gunboat, charged with the 
respousibility of raising recruits to the 
number of twenty thousand men for 
this frontier service, aud that there will 
probably be no difficulty in obtaining 
the required force. ‘The coolies who 
repaired to Hankow for the tea-sensou, 
instead of returning to their homes in 
Honan and Hupei, are waiting there in 
order to enrol themselves as volunteers 
as goon as ever the bureau shall be 
opened for that purpose, and, raw 
matoris! as they are, will no doubt 
prove sorvicoable enough for such duties 
‘ag may be demanded of them, Simal- 
taneously with this, we hear that the 
old rumours of activity among the 
agents of the White Lily Society have 
been again revived, and that the old 
foolish suspicion of Catholic complicity 
with the conspirators is not yet laid to 
rest. All this bears out our reiterated 
Prediotion that if war breaks out betweon 
France and China a fresh attempt will 
bo made in the disaffected pro 
institute an insurrection ag 
Government. Tho situation is not im- 
proving, aud as far as we oan seo at 
Present is not likely to improve, but 
rather to got worse. Everywhere one 
sees a lack of the elements of social 
stability. The condition of Chinese 
merchants and financiors—that class 
which under ordinary conditions would 
be the very last to wish for an upheaval 
is disastrons to a degreo that bas not 
boon kuown for years. Honvy failures 
‘fre reported daily among the banks, 
nob half-a-dozen of which, probably, 
are in a sound position at this port, 
Some of the best-known and most 
trusted capitalists have been forced to 
place their affairain liquidation;and more 
than oneof thecompradores of prominent 
firms have absconded with heavy liabi 
ties, or have otherwise succumbed to the 
Provailing pressure. We do uot mean, 
Of course, to counect the critical state 
of Chinese merchants and bankers in 
any way with tho facts reported from 
Wuchang. Bat we dosay that ata time 
whou the lenders of a formidable sedi- 
tious seot are credited with unceasing 
activity, and are only waiting for a fe 
ourable opportunity of striking another 
blow, the commercial collapse of wealthy 
Chinamen cannot but help to compli- 
cate matters very seriously ; since there 
could soarcsly be a more promising 
moment for setting ou foot a disturb. 
auce than when the question of pesce 

















































and war is trembling in the balance, 
when the public mind is agitated by 
levies of troops for immediate service, 
and when serious disorganisation exists 
among the moneyed classes.

A RELIC OF CHU-HSI. 
A State papor lately published in the 
Peking Gazelte is plonsantly associated 
with one of the brightest chapters in 
Chinese history, and at the same time 
casts a curious light upon the condition 
of public education at the present day. 
It carries us back to the Limes of the 
earlier Emporors of the Sung dynasty, 
when China was rich in commentator 
and historians, jast as she waa rich in 
poets and cultivator of belles-letives 
daring the period of the T’augs. It 
was in the reign of Kao Tsung, founder 
of the house of Sung, that Chu Hi 
tho great philosopher and commentator, 
first saw the light. He was a native of 
Pakion, aud endowed with a singularly 
precocious aud enquiring intellect. 
Like most of the grent scholars of 
China he entered the service of the 
Government, aud it was ouly daring 
his leisure hours that he devoted him. 
self to those studies that have made 
his oame so famous, He was by 











no meaus an orthodox Confucianist at 
In common with mauy youths 
shocked their 


first, 
of promise, who ha 
friends by  oxbibiting 
dencies at the outset of their oarcer, 
Chu Hsi showed a strong predilec- 
for the heterodox classics of Bud- 
dhism und Taoism. The fancy, however, 
did uot last long. He soon relinquished 
all such unfashionable lore, and planged 
into the stady of those books which 
were and still are considered the only 
improving subjects of w young man’s 
attention. He was gifted by uature 
with  romarkably clear, fine style, 
which he cultivated assidaously ; he 
lind a strong penchant for metaphysi 

Ue read history, as 80 few of his country. 
seem to do, in a philosophical 
spirit ; aud the strength avd ori ity 
of his mind wore not long in bringing 
him into pablio notice. ‘The old Jesuit 
Fathers have called him the Bayle of 
China, “Comme ce fameax critique,” 
wrote one of them, “il trouve bien des 
oui et bien des non ; et les eleve sur des 
pyramides de raisonuements, de faite, 
de sophismes: quitte & se contredire 
an besoin, et a se réfuter Iai méme fante 
de mémoire. Comme Ini, encore, ila 
ouvert Ia porte au pyrrhonisme, a abus 
de In métaphysique, an mépris des 
anciens, et an libertinage de cour et 
Veaprit.” We do not intend, however, 
to enter upon a criticism of the great 
Chinese critic. Our business with him 




































today is simply as the hermit of 


the White Deer Grotto near the Po- 
yang Lake, and the virtual founder of 
the College which exists npon its site 
to-day. It wasin this sylvau retreat 
that Le meditated upon the mysteries 
of good and evil, that he pored over the 
works of the ancient sages, that he 
edited, annotated, and partially rewrote 
the great national History of Sze-ma 
Kuang, and compiled those commenta- 
ries upon the Confucian Classics which 
have been accepted as the orthodox 
atandard by nearly every Chinese 
scholar since. ‘The site of the White 
Deer Grotto is therefore holy ground, 
and uo more fitting monument to the 
memory of its illustrious tenant could 
be erected on it than the College whioh 
still perpetuates its name, But, like 
erything else in China, the institu. 
tion is in a very critical condition, and 
the Emperor has been making enquiries 
about it. ‘The Governor of Kiangsi is 
good evough to inform His Majesty, 
—what every Chinese schoolboy onght 
to know—that the Pai Lu ‘Tang Shu 
Yiian, or College of the White Deer 
Grotto, in Nau-ob‘ang Fn, “was founded 
by the eminent philosopher and come 
mentator Obu Hsi,” and that the Grotto 
itself “ was the favourite retreat of the 
philosopler daring bis hours of medita- 
tion when holding office as Governor of 
Nan-k‘ang.” It is a little surprising 
that the Governor of Kiangei should 
think it necessary to enter into these 
dots: What ‘follows, however, is 
more interesting. The institution, which 
he describes as the first of the four 
great Colleges of the Empire, received 
an eudowment of lauds situated in the 
neighbourhood, which for ® consider. 
able period brought in an income of 
Tis, 18,000 perannam, Of late years, 
however, the property has much dimi- 
ished, owing to the ravages of the 
ing rebels, and in order to mect 
the distresses of the tenants their rents 
wore reduced about twenty por cout, 
‘Those are paid with commendable regu- 
larity, bat are only just sufficient to meet 
the current expenses of the College ; the 
consequence being that the whole place 
is in such @ dilapidated condition that 
“ the examinations supposed to be held 
there have no existence in- reality |” 
Funds, of course, aro forthcoming to 
effect the necessary repairs ; but ic 
not almost inconceivable that an ane 
cient university, the first of the four 
great Colleges in the Empire, enjoying 
all the prestige of having been founded 
by oue of the greatest scholars the 
country has produced, should actually 
have fallen into such a state of decay 
that no examinations eau take place in 
it, and that without anybody knowing 
or caring anything about the matter P 
Had a Chinese been told that such a 
thing was possible in the barbarous 
regions of the West, he might have 
been excused for believing it; but here 
iu the very land of literature, whose 
eoholars are go proud that they will not 
allow the existence of anything worth 
calling scholarship outside the Four 
Seas, that a College in commemoration

of Obina’s greatest scholar should be 
permitted to go each ruin that it has 
become useless, is surely a great slur 
both on the Chinese themselves and on 
the memory of the man they profess to 
honour, But Cha Hei is not the only 
one of China’s great men whose relics 
are thus dishonoured. Admiral P’éng 
has lately informed the Emperor that 
_ in ono of his receut tours of inspection 
he came upon the tomb of Chou 
Tan.i, another famous philosopher of 
the Sung dynasty, second only in 
reputation and accomplishments to Chu 
Bai, in a state of utter dilapidation. 
‘The tomb of the Sage lias beon neg- 
lected, says the Admiral, uot only by 
his descendants, who live in the im- 
mediate neighbourliood, but also by the 
local officials whose duty it is to keep 
it in proper repair and offer libations 
before it at stated poriods. Surely 
these people require a great stirring- 
up. The conutry in some respects 
ia 0 perfect sink of stagnation; and 
one is almost tempted to wish that 
avything might occur, no matter what, 
to rouse it from ite apathy. Evory 
observation we record increases in us 
the conviction that the Chinese of olden 
dynasties wore a far fiuer, brighter, 
livelier, aud more intelligent people 
that those of the present day, In 
anoient times they at least honoured 
their prophets, while their descendants 
are too lazy even to keep their eepul- 
olires iu repair. 





























DIVINATION, 


Divination in China has changed from 

‘age to ago with the fancy of the people. 

‘As with a nine days’ wonder, men got 

tirod of one form aud wish for a change. 

At present they are contented with the 

n of characters in order to reveal 
secrets, or foretell fature events, by a 
clover operator, This mode of prac- 
tising deception has been in existence 
now for seven hundred years, and it is 
go slriking iu its offeots that it is no 
wonder that it has retained its hold on 
the minds of the people for a long 
period. 

It should be borne in mind in regard 
to the modern superstition called Ch‘ai 
‘Toti, that it is always connected with 
the discovery by the diviner of matters 
which be could not be expected to know, 
or with the prediction of fature events, 
Thus it happened to Hsiao Shih, the 
oslebrated divinor in the reign of Sang 
Hoaei-tsang, when be came from Wes- 
tern Obina to the Capital Pien-liang, 

“now the chief city of 
that he seemed to di 
manner altogether myster 
comprehensible, He made himself this 
sort of reputation simply by divi 

‘ obaracters into parts, and explaining 
what they might mean separately. 
The Emperor, hearing of his fame, wrote 


the character Hf] chao, “the Quart,” 
and gave it to one of the eunuchs of the 
Palaoe, who took it and went to see the 
yr, As sogn.as he had looked at 
































it, the diviner fixed his eyes on the 
eanuch;and, speaking of him by Lis title, 
said, “This ie cortainly not written by 
the officor whom I seo before me. This

AH, the tenth day of the tenth 
month, If it was not the divine per- 
son who was born on this day that 
wrote this character, who should it be?” 
The Emperor had written it carelessly, 
perhaps, uot thinking that it contained 
his own birthday. All who were present 
marvelled at the diviner’s skill, and the 
eunuch reported the ciroumstauce to the 
Emperor at once. TI ner was sent 
for to the back garden of the Palace. 
Heretheladiesand gentlemen oftheCuurt 
wrote characters for him out of which to 
anrayel some hidden meaning for their 
amusement, This was what the Court 
was dving at a time when the most 
diligent and strennous efforts were 
necessary to save the Government from 
destruction, for the Chin Tartars wore 
destined a very short time after to tal 
the Emperor prisoner, aud carry |i 
into Tartary never to retarn.

prediction that this enemy of the Sang

Mauy of there drag on for year 
and sume unfortuuate individuals have 
been kept in prison for over twenty years 
waiting to be confronted with some party 
still at large. Some people attribute the 
protraction of these cases to complica- 
tions caused by the buildiug up of false 
evidence, that grows as time proveeds, but 
while admitting this as n partial excuse, 
the Memorialist is inclined to attribute 
the delay in part to other causes, such as 
favourilism and partiality, He would sug 
gest, asa remedy, that the Grand Council ve 
called upon to furnish a return of all cases 
‘appealed to Peking during recent years, 
tho final sottlement of which has not yot 
byen reported, and that a limit of time be 
rigorotualy fixed within which they are to 
bo svttivd.

‘The spokesman stated that a 
ailver cup was also to be presented, but as 
ithad not arrived from Canton it would 
be forwarded afterwards. The following is 
a copy of the Address and the reply of 
‘Mr. Haas :— 

His I. & R. Ap. M.'s Vice-Consul in charge 
Of the I. & R, Austro-Hungarian Con- 
aulate-General; Knight of the Imp. 
Order of Francis Joseph, etc., ete., 
Shanghai. 

Deak Sin,—We, the undersigned, as 
representing the Austro-Hungarian com- 
munity of Shanghai, having learned with 
regret that you are about to leave this port, 
avail ourselves of this opportunity of ex 
pressing our gratitude to you for the able, 
indefatigable and. disinterested mam: 
which you harged your Consular 
duties during the many years which you 
have been hououred by our Government in 
holding the interests of its subjects in your 
hands, You won tho admiration of 
all your compatriots ; and not of them only 
but of all foreigners in Shanghai, for the 
yooman’s services you have roudered in the 
rotection of foreign interests at this port. 
Your doparture from Shanghai, we have 
good reason to believe, will be universally 
regretted by all who have had the honour 
of your acquaintance, and especially by 
your fellow-countrymen, to whom you have 
always proved a good counsellor and

Although 
it is an undeniable fact, for reasous be- 
youd our power, that our native country 
‘oconpies only @ secondary position in 
Shanghai, yet nevertheless onr interests 
are common with those of other nations, 
aud we pride in the prosperity of 

‘The Austro-Hungarian com- 
y is no doubt a small one, and 
subject to fluctuation ; but during past 
yoars it icluded many high 
esteemed citizens of this model republic 
and while many less fortuuate fellow- 
countrymen have found their way to these 
distant shores, Ihave always made it my 

iim to do what I could for them, for the 
sole object of upholding the honour and 
dignity of our country. We have always 
enjoyed peace and harmony, aud have 
striven to do our best in contribut 
share to the development of the Foreign 
Settlement of Shanghai. 

I leave you only for a short time for 
much needed rest, and I already look for- 
ward to the time when I shall be once 
more among you, and.we shall again work

CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


Shanghai, 19th November. 
Before Sir R. T. Rensrs, Chief Justice, 


Epram Barwax, serang, of tho P. and O. 
Co.’sateamer Verona, apperred in unswer to 
a summons taken out by oue Peerbuk, a 








fireman of the same steamer, requiring 
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him to deliver up forty baskets of oni 
in his possession belonging to tho plaiutiff, 
or io pay the value of the onions, 

‘Both plaintiff aud defendant are Bom- 
bay mon, and a few days ago Barwak was 
charged by Peerbuk at the Police Court 
with having stolen the onions 
tion; but Sir Richard Rennie 
tho case and at the same ti 
the plaintiff that he could, if he 
take civil proceedings against the 
dant for the recovery of the onions. ‘The 
Jaintiff alleged that ho had brought forty 
Baskets. of onions ou board the Verona 
at Bombay, and had given then in charge 
of the defendant, who took ten rupeos 
from plaiutiff forfroight. When they arrived 
at Shanghai, the plaintiff asked for his 
onions and found that the defendant had 
aold them and pookited the money. The 
defendaut denied having sold the onions, 
and said the mato had seized them, He 
also denied having received ton rupees 
from the plaintiff. 

His Honour said he did not understand 
the case, He asked the Chief Officer of 
tho Verona, who was present, if he knew 
anything about it, 

‘Tho Chief Officer said that the plai 
had brought the onions on board at Bos 
bay, seorotly, with the object of avoi 
ing the payment of freight. Ho(t 
Officer) was ordered by the Captain 
to search the forocastle for onious, to 
leave enough for the meu to ent, and to 
noize the rest. Ho accordingly left the men 
one basket a piece, which was more than 
enough, an d fifty baskets, forty of 
which belonged to the plaintiff.’ Ho told 
the plaintiff that he could have the onions 
back if. he paid the freight, but the 

Iaintift did not do so, aud he (the Cl 
according confiscated the onions 
and sold them. 

His Hovoor said if the defendant had 
obtained ten rupees from the plaintiff 
and lind not paid it over for freight, the 
plaintiff was entitled to get it back. Ho 
wanted to get at the bottom of the matter 

The Chief Oficor suid tho men lied 
and cheated one wnother so much that he 
was afraid it would be impossible to got to 
the bottom of it.

LEGEND OF THE LAO-YEH-MIAO. 

In the account of the Natural History 
Musoum at Si-ca-wei which we publish 
elsewhere, reforence is made to a large 
turtle, In China there are various legends 
connected with this amphibian, and the 
following may prore interesting :— 

On the eastern side of the Poyang Lake 
a low range of sand hills may be a 
one of these hills, wlrich is the mo: 
of the whole lot, stan 
which is known by #l 













Mino. 
blown the sand up i 
temple; consequently it is almost buried, 
especially on the north-east side, where the 
rift reaches up to the roof, necessitating 
its being cleared away now and again. The 
joss-house, though a small one, is regarded 
by the people as the most important in 
the vicinity of the Lake, for the reason set 
forth in tho following’ Legend. It was 
erected by, and during the reign of, Chu 
Yiian-chang, the founder of the Ming 
dynasty, somewhere about the year A.D: 
1363. 

‘Provious to this date,-two men-had b 
contending for the throne of China, Ov 
was Chu Yian-chang and-th: other Ch‘éu 
Liu-liang. Eaob, being supported by many 
followers, atrove to gain the Empire, and 
as @ consequence many fierco and. bloody 
battles were fought betwoen the contend- 
ing parties. The most important fight on 
the water was on the Poyang Lake, and is: 
considered by the Chinese as the most 
famous engagement in thoir naval history: 
It was tho one which decided the fate of 
the Empire in favour of Chu Yiian-cha 
During the heat of this noted fight, Cha ai 
frst got the morat of it; hi war resol was 
disabled by shots from Ch‘én Liu-lis 
guns, and was found to bo in a sinking condi- 
ion,” Chu felt that there was scarcely. any 
hope of escape from his enemy, when one of 
his sailors reported that th craft had either 
grounded or had struck upon a rock. He 
went to examine the condition of his boat, 
when s gigantic sea turtle put its head up 
out of the water and procaeded to carry 
tho vessel out of danger. Quo of tho crow 
said the creature that was thus assisti 
thom was a turtle ; but Chu reproved 
telling him it was’ god who had co 
that form to help him. When Chu Yuan 
chang obtained the crown, ho rewarded 
the turtle for ite timoly aid, Accordingly 
he deified it, and erected the Lao-yeh Miao 
to its honour. 

‘Thero is another: version of this atory ; 
it relates to the samo personages and to 
the same naval engagement. During the 
fight, a shot from Chdn Liu-liang’s guns 
carried away Chu Yian-chang’s rudder. 
‘At this juncture, © great storm arose, and 
Chu’s vessel was drifting helplessly’ over 
the Lake. Chén was in high gloo and 
thought Chu would fall an easy pre 
But he did not, for a turtle (y

beneath the water, and, turning its’ back 
towards the enemy's fleet, acted as’a shield 
to Chu’s boat. This gave those on board 
time to repair their damage, aud after 
drifting upwards of 30 
to ronew the fight, which was’ ultimately 
decided in his favour. 

It is worthy of note that at this battle 
which was fought soon after the battle of' 
Grecy, the cannon balls used were made of 
baked clay, and at the present day the 
Chinese living in the vicinity of the Poyaug 
Lake aver that these canuon balls are occa: 
‘sionally found, when the action of 
mor floods washesaway the bank of the Lake. 

flora at the present day stand greatly 
in awe of this turtle god, and when pro- 
ceeding up the Lake make offerings of a 
red rooster, papor money, and incense, to 
propitiate it. On returning, they indulge 
in similar worship as’ soon as the Lao- 
yeh Mino is sighted. ‘This is on no 
account omitted, as they fear some great 
evil will befall them if they neglect 
































the customary offering. ‘The god is sup- 
posed to be ablo to calm the Lake and | 
give its, the god’s, devotees a safe pas- 





sage through this most dangerous part of 
the Poyang. Ou the other hand, if an- 
chored, the god can get up a storm instant 
ly, and dash the vessel on shore should he 
be annoyed. Should turtles or terrapins 
be seen by sailors while navigating the 
Lake, they are to be spoken of in tlie most 
respectful language and reverenced as gods..
